_ Various causes are given by different rar- 
ties for this disease. Some argue that fis 


from foul air, impure water, lice and many 
other things acting as co-operating causes. 

Poultry bouses and yards shoal be kept 
clean. No decomposing vegetable matter, 
no filth should be about them. The houses 
should be kept dry, the yards wel! drained, 
for dark, ill-ventilated houses, and low 
swampy runs will breed 
ease. not crowd too many 
fowls into one building. Give the fowls pure 
water and plenty of it. Feed good, whole- 
some food, but little corn during hot 
weather. Keep them free from lice. When 
cholera is on a neighboring place, use dis- 
infectrats. A good disinfectant can be made 
by dissolving three pounds of copperas in 
five gallons of water and adding half apint 
of crude carbolic acid. If you 
have not the acid use ‘the copperas 
without it. Sprinkle the floor, wails, roost- 
Sanitary measures can 
greatly be relied on. A tonic like the 
Dougiass mixture sheuld be given in the 
drinking water. This mixture, beside being 
a tonic, acts as a gentile siimulant. Char 
corn and give ii.

of small fruits, such as strawberries, ame 
blackberries, also grapes, and does not es- 
cludeapples, pears, peaches, and plumes, 
for these are not unfrequently cultivatea 
in garcens; flowers aiso come within its 
domain, #s they are not unfrequently cul- 
tivated in the same plot with vegetables, 
but as these are divisions under the head 
of vegetables and flower gardens, flowers 
are classed under the head of floriculture, 
and the exclusive cultivation of fruits is 
designated under the term of pomology. 


SETTING OUT STRAWBERRIES, 


Ground where the plants are to stand 
should be well prepared by plowing and re- 
peated harrowing until the clods are all 
destroyed and the earth mellow. Do not 
imbed the plants too deep. Thecrown and 
young Jeaves should not be covered eise 
they will smotber; neither should they be 
put in too shallow, for leaving a portion of 
the roots exposed will either retard the 
growth of the plantor kill it entirely. Nor 
can it do well if its roots are ounched to- 
gether, or curied in and about each 
other. When a young plant is 
put into the ground its roots 
are little more than the _ initial 
stage in the process of development. Let 
every root, little and large, eomein contact 
with the soil. The usual distance between 
the rows is two feet, and the plants one foot 
apartin the row for hill culture, which 
produces the finest berries (not hills in the 
common acceptation, but by which is meant 
cutting the runners as fast as they appear. ) 
Keep down all weeds, and this is done by 
shallow cultivation; deep cultivation dis- 
turbs the roots.
